where possible from type localities, have been obtained. In all other 
cases the photographs are from specimens grown at Bayfordbnry, or else¬ 
where in Great Britain. 

The book, at the same time, is a history of the Bayfordbury Pinetum, 
founded by the late W. R. Baker in 1837. 


PREFACE 


“ The cultivation of conifers in this country, whether for ornament or for 
producing timber, is on a gigantic scale; and the number of species introduced 
is very considerable. Their accurate discrimination is a matter of great 
importance. Botanical descriptions are seldom studied, except by enthusiastic 
botanists; and are occasionally inadequate, as in some cases, specimens can 
only be accurately named, when compared with authentic material in a 
herbarium. The amateur, who names a tree, from some peculiarity in its habit 
or from a recollection of the general appearance of the same species grown 
elsewhere, is often misled. Some appreciation of the technioal characters, by 
which species are distinguished, is indispensable. Illustrations, when, well 
executed, serve as an excellent basis for comparison; supplemented by short 
descriptions, they are usually sufficient. Most of the oonifers have been figured, 
but in scattered publications, which are practically inaccessible to all but 
professional botanists. Ordiuary books, dealing with the subject, contain 
illustrations of only a limited number of species. 

“ Mr. Clinton-Baker has happily taken up the serious task of giving in a 
handy form a practically complete series of illustrations of the conifers in 
cultivation. The accuracy of the illustrations is ensured in two ways. The 
specimens figured are correotly named, and they have been reproduced by 
photography. Mr. Clinton-Baker has taken the utmost pains to collect good 
specimens, which in some cases have been obtained with great difficulty, as in 
the case of the Japanese Douglas, of which he has prooured the first specimens 
seen in this country. He has discriminated and figured the two Mexican white 
pines, Pinus Ayacahuile and Pinus Buonapartea , which have been hitherto con¬ 
fused by both botanists and cultivators. These are examples of the care and 
diligence, which have been employed in the preparation of this work. The 
short descriptions, while not exhaustive, will be found useful, as accessory to 
the illustrations, and are accompanied by notes on the distribution of the 
species, and by remarks on the fine specimens which are growing in the remark¬ 
able pinetum at Bayfordbury. 

“ This book will be a great help to the establishment of correct nomenclature 
of cooiferons trees, growing in this country and elsewhere; and there is no 
need to insist upon its interest to landed owners, amateurs, foresters, head- 
gardeners, and nurserymen.”

The books which have been written on British birds, from the first edition of Bewick in 
1797, down to Saunders 9 Manual in 1889, are legion, but in rery few of them are the eggs of 
British birds illustrated. 

The first edition of Hewitson’s British Oology was begun in 1831, and the last was finished 
in 1856. The plates were coloured by hand, and are most of them good ; but all three editions 
have long been out of print, and, indeed, much of the letterpress is out of date. 

There are a few inexpensive books on the eggs of British birds, but they contain only 
figures of the eggs of birds which breed within the British Islands, and these by no means 
satisfy the wants of the egg collector. 

For one who is interested in birds there are a hundred persons who are interested in eggs. 
What the egg collector wants is a work in one volume, at a moderate price, with coloured 
illustrations of the egg of every British bird. The egg collector of to-day is very exacting. To 
satisfy him the chromoe must be as good as love and money can make them. The letterpress, 
too, must be up to date in every respect, and, withal, not bulky. Into lees than a page 
devoted to each of the 400 British birds must be condensed the following facta s— 

1. The extent of the breeding range. 

2. The date of the nesting season. 

3. The situation in which the nest is placed. 

4. The size and shape of the nest, and the materials of which it is composed. 

5. The number of the eggs. 

6. The variations of Bize and colour of the eggs. 

7. The way to distinguish them from the eggs which resemble them most closely.
